Knox flatly declined either to 
confirm or deny reports, brought 
to his attention at his press con­ 
ference. th a t some G erm an sub­ 
m arines had been sunk. 
Told th at "rum ors and reports 
of the sinking of subs’’ had been 
current 
here and elsewhere for 
some tim e, he said th a t nothing 
could be said about th at and con­ 
tinued w ith a discussion of B ritish 
w ar policy on such things. 
‘T h e B ritish have been in the 
w ar a long time," Knox said, "but 
you haven't read of very m any 
subm arines being sunk 
by 
the 
British, have you?" 
This does not mean, however, 
th a t m any subm arines have not 
been sunk. Knox said. W ithholding 
of news, however, is "just a m at­ 
te r of obvious policy," 
he 
ex­ 
plained. 
At one point, Knox said in reply 
to questions about w hether any 
sinkings had actually been accom ­ 
plished th a t "you can draw your 
own conclusions, but don’t draw 
any rash ones.” 
Ile said that# "w'hen we sink 
them , we will decide w hether to 
m ake an announcem ent on the 
basis of the safety of our men and 
victory for our forces.” 
Knox w as asked w hether it was 
not tru e th at at a recent press 
conference he had said th at any 
engagem ent involving an A m er­ 
ican w arship would be announced 
as soon as it became known here. 
He replied that this policy applied 
only to an engagem ent "w ith a 
surface raider." 
The reason for withholding in­ 
formation about subm arine sink­ 
ings, the secretary said, is th at 
m ystery affects the "m orale of the 
crews of the enem y.” 
"They go out and never some 
back," he said.

Otherwise, they were to have 
special help in finding new jobs if they 
wanted it. 
Today, with some of these men already 
l>eing released, the help appears to lie 
needed. The War Department has announced 
establishment of employment agencies in all 
army camps, jiosts and stations with 8.000 
or more men. At the others, directors of the 
State e m p lo y m e n t service will supply soldiers 
seeking jobs with full information and help. 
If the plan works, it should mean a mini­ 
mum amount of lost time for soldiers get­ 
ting hark to civilian life. It should prevent 
the injustice experienced by veterans of the 
World War who had a tough time getting 
any jobs at all. 


ST ATI*: SURDI .I’SKS 
Is it necessary for slate taxes to continue 
as high as they have been*’ A recent study 
of the ti nances of 37 states disclosed that 
their tax collections had increased seven |>er 
cent in tile fiscal year ended last June 30. 
'I'he increase is the result of t»etter business 
rather than new taxation. 
Stale income tax collections were up 17 
|ht cent over the year l>oforo. State sales 
taxes brought in nine |ht cent more. 
In some states such gains are piling up 
surpluses which look good in print but do not 
necessarily mean wise handling of public 
business. Large funds on hand for which no 
legal need exists may tempt legislatures to 
provide new uses. 
Yet these are times in which sound econo­ 
my is as necessary to defense as spending. 
Fidel a1 taxes are bound to increase while 
the nation is arming itself and other democ­ 
racies. 'I’he taxpayer could view those in­ 
creases with greater calm if his state and 
local taxes could Ic safely reduced at this 
time.

THAT BODY 
OF YOURS

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I w rote recently of how* gratifying It was to en­ 
ter an office, store or home urn! Urn! one who was 
form erly unable to hear you (unless you shouted) 
now able to hear when you speak in the ordinary 
tone of conversation. These hard of hearing indi­ 
viduals are w earing hearing anis which are the 
kind suited to their p articu lar type of hard of h ear­ 
ing 
In form er day* it w as not unusual to see in 
church, theatre, or concert hall individuals w ith 
large ear horns. They applied the horn to their ear, 
the w etc 0|wining of the horn "gathered" the sounds 
and the volume o! sound was so increased th at the 
individual w as able lo hear. 
Today, hearing ald m anufacturers are studying 
the different causes of hard of hearing and by the 
ald of ear specialists and other research w orkers, 
try to perfect an instrum ent that will overcome the 
cause of the lack of hearing, w hether this lack is 
due to disturbances of the outer, the middle, or in­ 
ner ear. or to the eustachian tut>e carrying air from 
th ro at to middle ear. 
It is because hard of hearing has been due to 
various causes that tile ‘one’ type of instrum ent 
m ay not overcom e these difficulties in ‘all’ cases. 
T he fact that some m anufacturer* dislike the idea 
of allowing a trial of the instrum ent w ith retu rn of 
money if not sate tied can lie understood when we 
rem em ber that the hard of hearing naturally w ant 
all the defects of their own hearing corrected by 
one instrum ent; they cannot be expected to buy 
m ore than one Instrum ent. 
F ortunately, the A m erican Medical Association, 
through the I'o u n n l on Physical Therapy, has had 
all hearing aids subm itted to them carefully tested 
by m eans of the audiom eter which detects any de­ 
f e c t s of am ount or pitch of sound "The hearing aids 
available are exceedingly good and about ten have 
been approved by the Council ” 
H earing aids sem i ex p en ses hut if they restore 
hearing so th at the indi\idual can l>o a part of his 
surroundings, it should tv i good investm ent. Many 
oi tile distributors of hearing aids m ake use of the 
audim eter In estim ating tho needs of each individ­ 
ual. before investing in a hearing aid which m ay 
not suit your p articu lar need. your family physician 
or an e ar specialist should be consulted Should you 
buy one tti.it does not suit you. you might be dis­ 
couraged from buying another one which would 
suit you.
